Comanche Now Getting All City 
Water From Wells;Superintendent 
Reviews Situation; Tells of Plans 


U s t week, the City Council of the City of 
Comanche naked me to give you a summary of prog­ 
ress made toward supply us with water; also, to out- 
ine in general, the great expense to which the City 
has lx*»ri put in the past few weeks, locating and pur­ 
chasing equipment v’ital to the W’ater works, and keep­ 
ing City mains supplied with a water supply. 


May of you have stated to me that the City 
Council should have given you FACTS before putting 
on a higher water rat«, and I wish to take this oppor­ 
tunity to tell you that at a meeting of the Council 
ten days ago, I was instructed to outline this article 
for publication in The Comanche Chief, and have been 
so busy that it was neglected, sq any criticism directed 
to your Council is not justified, and I will gladly 
taw’e the blame for the facts not being before you. 


Last week, Lake Eanes was cut off altogether, 
and you are now getting well water, and with addi­ 
tional welLs being drilled, it seems possible that Co­ 
manche can avoid flipping water in over the Santa Fe. 
After going into negotiations with the Railroad and 
looking into the City of Coleman’s problems, it w*as 
tound. that it would cost $500.00 per day to ship in 
a water supply, a figure that would break the City, 
and consumers would have to be charged a rate of 
not less than $1.50 per thousand gallons, and entirely 
possible that $2.00 would have to be collected in order 
that the City could break even. This source of sup­ 
ply was immediately abandoned, and work started 
at once on drilling a sufficient number of wells to 
furnish the City. 


now in production are: two new’ wells on 
the t ity Warehouse property, and the lanre dug well 
leased from the Farmers Produce Company, also, a 
good well on C. C. Hampton's place. At the present 
time, drilling is proceeding on two more wells, which 
will be in production in the next week or so. 


Id order that you might be brought up to the 
minute in just what your City officials are doing, 
1 would like to outline expenses incurred in producing 
your present water supply: To date, $7,01)0.00 has 
been spent in drilling wells, and purchasing pipe lines, 
pumps, electrical motors, wiring, and numerous other 
pipe fittings and valves. Most of the equipment pur­ 
chased, can and will be used at the new lake site 
when the lake is completed. 


I would like for any of you to visit the pump 
station directly across the street from the Farmers 
Produce Plant and inspect the modem equipment in­ 
stalled there; equipment as stated, that will go into 
our new I ¿ike Project and after looking over what 
your officials have had to do in order that we would 
be assured of a water supply, you will readily under­ 
stand why the water rates had to be raised, as this 
material has to be paid for, and the Council is not 
using any bond funds to retire any indebtedness dur­ 
ing our present water shortage. 


. Contrary tp reports being circulated, the City 
officials ol the ( ity of Comanche, have not now or 
ever sold any pun\pmg equipment at Lake Eanes. I 
am ret erring to equipment over the »wells drilled at 
I ¿ike Eanefc this yeilr, and in order that the record 
might 1h* kept straight, would like for you to know 
that the w’eJls At l ake Eanes, are now producing from 
125.000 to 150,00Q gallons of water per day, and this 
gallonage from four or five wells is far above the 
average for wells in Comanche, as any driller will 
verify.- The wells herein the City Limits are produc­ 
ing on an average, 125,000 to 170,000 gallons per day 
£™ l«ing1 total consumption for the City up to around 
250.000 to 275,000 gallons per day, a figure still far 
below our actual nebdsj but as new wells are put on 
the pump, * and we can raise production, you can rest 
assured that your City officials will lift w’Ster re­ 
strictions, and the present water rate will be mater­ 
ially reduced.

At a regular meeting of the City Council of Comanche, Comanche 
( omanche ( ounty, Texas, held at the City Hall on Monday night, October 
27, a motion was made and seconded and duly carried to amend the City 
Fishing Ordinance on Lake Eanes to add the following to the Ordinance 
now in effect and to repeal all, if any conflicting terms; the Amendment 
being as follows: 


It shall be unlawful to fish at night on I*ake Eanes after sundown and 
before sunup and anyone found guilty thereof shall be subject to such 
a fine as the City Court may direct. 


It shall also be unlawful to use boats of any kind on I.ake Eanes 
for any purpose at night after sundown and before sunup. Any person 
found guilty of violating this provision shall be subject to a fine such 
as the City Court may assess. 


The fact that the Fishing Ordinance now in effect in the City 
of ( omanche is inadequate creates an emergency and makes imperative 
the suspension of the Constitutional rule requiring that the said amend­ 
ment to the ordinance be read on three separate days and it is therefore 
ord*»red that this Ordinance Amendment take effect and he enforced 
from and after its passage and publication.
